President Marl. in then made his 

address, lie gave a complete 
history of the result and pleasure 

of the meeting of the association al 
DardanellB, and while it was old to 
some it was news to many, and he 

was Interrupted many a time with 

applause. finishing this he laid 
some business points before the 

association. He gave as a n 

why the date for holding the fourth 
reunion, a year earlier limn Ihc 
dale fixed at Dardancllo. that il 

was considered more convenient to 

have 'he association meet prior to 

the convening of each Legislature 

so as if the unsocial ion had anything 

to ask for they could deliberate on 

such and ask for il while the iron 
was hot instead of Waiting nearly 
two years t<> present the request. He 

spoke of the home for t la- 
in linn ami orphan deaf of I lie Slate, 
and proposed that a commit tee bo 

appointed to ask legislative aid, 

ami for a I rael of public land ami 
to be authorized to sell said public 
lam) for t he purpose of raising fund 

to build a home. lie spoke also of 
the benefit it would be tO the ileal 

as well as lo the hearing to have 

the manual alphabet taught in all 
public schools in the Stab-. He 
also spoke of the wisdom of select- 
ing Hie next place for the meeting 
of the association, suggesting that 

it be a place where the deaf are not 
known so as to arouse public inter- 
est and show the people whal bene- 
fit tin- state is doing by eduoating 

its deaf citizens. He said by 

following- this advice nil the state 

would soon know t here was a deal 

school and accordingly there would 

be no uneducated deaf children in 
the Slate. He also spoke of a com 
pulsory law by which all deaf 
children, six or eight J ears ol 
should be sent to school, and 
punishment dealt to parents ami 
friends who kept them away over 

that age foi- ihc purpose ofworkring 

on Ihc farm which is the case with 
many of Hie deaf ill the Slale. lie 
concluded by asking the members 
lo make the convention a sil ss 

and lo show themselves gentlemen 

and ladies. His speech was loudly 

applauded. 
The president then announced 

there was no necessity of appoint 

Ing the usual various committees, 

but that the association as a whole 
would act as a commit tee. He, 
however, thought it well to have a 
committee on nominal ions, and il 
was moved ami pa-sod thai he 
appoint .me.

The association was called to 
order al 8 A.M. by the president.

It was reported the agent for the

The president said the report of 

Hi miniiltee no nominal ions was 

in order and a report was presenl 
ed. Two were nominated for each 

office, Leaving the association to 
vote for the one they wished. Lor 
president Messrs. c. P. Coker and 
A. M. Martin wen- nominated. 

Mr. Coker was elected. Lor first 

vice president Miss Mary llaiton 

and Mr. 11. S. Kdington wore no- 
minated. Miss llalfon was elect- 
ed. For secretary Miss Belle 
Elmore and Mr. Harry B. Shibley 

nominated. The vote was a lie, 

and Hie president cast the easting 
vote in favor of Miss Blmore, who 

was elected. For treasurer Mr. K. 
II. Lamb was nominated and elect- 
ed unanimously. For chaplain 
and patron Mr. John W. Michaels 
was nominated and unanimously 
ejected. Mr. Michaels said thai 
the constitution called for three 

vice presidents. and nominated 
Mr. Shibley for vice president Mr. 
KingbSeOOnded the nomination and 

Mr. Shibley was elected. Miss 

Ava Nance, one of the new grad- 
uates, was nominated and elected 

third vice-president, Miss Blmore 
moved that a corresponding secret' 

Ian be appointed. Her motion 
was seconded, and Mr. A \l. 
Martin was elected to the now 
Office. The retiring president then 
requested the chaplain lo administ- 
er the pledge of office to the Incom- 
ing officers. This being done, each 

made a ileal lit t Ic speech of thanks 
and assumed control of the office. 

Mrs. King moved thai the chap 
lain be asked when it would be 
convenient to him to deliver his 
sermon as prescribed by Hie con- 
stitution. The mot ion was carried 
and 1 ho chaplain arose announced 

ii would be convenient to him to 

deliver the annual sermon al 8 
P.M. same day. 

The suggestion made by Mr. 
Marl in in his speech about the 
home for the aired, inlinn ami 
Orphan deaf of Arkansas was 
lit up and after much dis- 
cussion il was decided lo make an 
appeal lo the Legislature for assist- 
ance The Board of Directors was 
authorised as a committee to make 
the request to the Legislature In 
January, 1897, in behalf of the 
iilion. The same conimitlee 
was appointed to see whal could be 
done about the manual alphabet. 

Mr. Michaels said in regard lo the 

alphabet matter t hat he had already 
DEMtdfl an appeal to the Legislature 
to have the alphabet in all spellers 
and readers taught in the public 
schools, and thai when the Leg 
islalivo Committee was ready lo 

report the reguest as favorable 

they discovered the text books 

were published outside of the state. 

and thej had no jurisdicl ion ov it 
the publishing houses, and Ilia' a 

law requiring the alphabet would 

very little use. lie so 
led that instead of the alphabet be- 
ing in spellers or any text book it 
be asked simply that the alphabet 

be required to in- taught in the 

public school, and thai they he 
printed al Ihc Institute and so 
niany.sent to each county superin- 
tendent of public schools to be dis- 
tributed among the schools. The 

expense thereof be met h\

left to the committee and rested.

At S P.M., the association was 
called to order by President C. 1'. 
Coker. 

Miss Blmore, the secretary, being 
sick Mr. Kdington was appointed 
acting secretary. Hull was called, 
minutes read and accepted. 

The chaplain, Mr. Nicholas, was 
then asked to dellvei his sermon, 
llr- came forward and offered a 
fervent prayer, giving in details 
the meaning of each section of the 
Lord's Prayer. 

Virgil Owen signed "Jesus 
Lover of My soul." 

The text. "Thou art weighed in 
Ihc balances and art found want 
hlg," was then written on the 
blackboard, and the story ol L.el 
sha/./ar was told in forcible sign 

Language, and all of a sudden the 

question. "How many Kelsha/./.ars 
have we here to-night?" was put 

by the chaplain, and when heads 

began to shake- as if giving a nega 

live answer, he added "you are 
one anil all Helshazzars," and beg- 
an to prove it by the weights of 
the ten commandments and wound 
up b\ Baying all could tip the bal- 
ances against the weight of all the 
ten Commandments if Christ was 
taken in to help. The sermon 
proved to be a very good one for 
I he occasion, and .lain has 

been urged to make the trips to 
all places where there are three 
and more deaf-mutes in the State, 
this he has promised to do at his 
expense, provided the deal will 
try and take- up a collection to pay 
him back again at the end of the 
sermon. 

"Nearer My God to Thee" was 

signed in concert by Misses 

Wadley, Mays, Shipley and Mil- 
ligan, 

The doxology was then signed 
bj the chaplain who was followed 
by the entire association. 

Business was again resumed. 

Mr. Willis Youne, of Dardanelle, 
wished to make sonic resolution in- 
law requiring the railroads to give 
us reduced rates to our gatherings. 

Mr. Michales, who was chairman 
of the committee on arrangements, 
arose and said tin- association 
could make such a resolution, but 
It would not control the railroads. 
as there was already a rule of the 
railroads to give one and one third 
rales to all gatherings to which 
one hundred or more people went 
lo and that said rates had been 
granted OUT association, and that 
if the president could under oath 
say that one hundred members had 

tickets to our gathering the one- 
third rates could be gotten. The 

matter was dropped. 

Mr Allison moved that the as 

sooiation go into- the discussion of 
a place for the next meeting of the 

iation. He named several 

places, such as Hot springs. Eureka 

Springs, Line Bluff, etc. It was 
eed t,i go into the discussion, 
and Mr. Allison nominated Pino 
Bluff, hie home, giving a glorious 
account of the tow n and the sulp- 
hur spring uid pavilion near by. 

Mr. Lamb nominated llet 
Springs, giving so clear an account 
of Ihc place that all fell as il he or 

she was right there in the streets 

and big hotels, and drinking in 
boiling water and indulging in the 

luxurious baths there. He spoke 
of Pine Bluff as an unlit place. 
That it was too hot and too many 
sons of 11am lived there for him. 

Mr. Dolan of Pine Bluff, agreed 
with Mr. Lamb and said he did not 
think Pine HlulT a suitable place 
for a deaf convention. 

Mr. Michaels was then looked to. 
and he took the platform and 
thanked Mr. Lamb for the pleasant 
description of Hot Springs, and 
said he had been in Arkansas 
twenty years and right here at the 
door of I In resort for all 

sorts of poo he had not \ el 

had the pleasure of entering it, 
that Mr. Lamb's description had 
almost persuaded him to go titer** 
on the next train after the conven 
lion adjourned and sec the (dace 
and the coach that Jesse James 
had held up. but yet he did not 

think the pockets of the deal were 



large enough to stand the exorbant 

prices there, yet he thought if the 
association accepted the place he 
would nomiate all could go to Hot 
Springs and see it all at a cost of 
only the railroad fare which would 
be about twenty live cents for each 
member. He then laid before the 
association a proposition made by 
Mrs. Vance that if the m-xt con- 
vention was held al Malvern sire 
would guarantee that board and 
lodging and everything would be 

gratis and that an excursion would 
be giving to Hot Springs, which is 
only an hour's journey from Mal- 
vern. He then nominated Malvern 
amdist applause for the town and 

Mrs. Vance. 

Mr. Martin agreed with Mr. 
Michaels, Mrs. Vance and Malvern. 

Mr Lamb was on his feet again 
all undaunted, lie took a firm 
stand for Hot Springs and said il 
would not suit him and the mem- 
bers .of the association to accept 
the hospitality of Mrs. Vance and 
the people of Malvern. It looked 
too much like tramps. He would 
rather act independent and pay 
$1.50 or *'.' a day at a hotel than to 
have Hie members depend on 

others. [Applause.] He hoped 

(he association would decide on 
Hot Springs. 

Mr. Martin again arose and 
argued the accepting such hospital- 
ity had no semblance to tramps. 
That while church and religious 
and newspaper conventions accept- 
ed such hospitality, he could not 
see what harm it would do the deaf 
to accept it. [ Applause. | 
'■ Mr. Allison spoke of camp meet 
and other such thin 

The president then wanted a 
rote on a place, w hen Mr. (.. 
Martin nominated Eureka Springs; 
but all Interest was centered on 
Hot Springs and Malvern, and as 
it would require three or four 
changes to get to Eureka Springs 

it had no support. 

A vote was taken with the result 
of ;t:t votes for Malvern and one 
(Mr. Lamb) for Hot Sprit. 

Malvern was dcclaied the choice 
of the next, convention amid elap- 

ping of hands and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs and smiles of both Mrs. 
Vance Miss Eva. 

Next came the discussion on a 
dale. Some wanted it on" the till 
of July, 1898 : sonic wanted it in 
June Immediately after close of 
school in L897, so as to give the 
attending members an opportunity 
to attend the commencement of the 
Institute. 

Supt. Yates said lie would Uw 
glad if the date was fixed so as all 
the members of the associat ion 

could attend the commencement of 
the Institute and that Hie oftener 

the association held meetings the 

belter for it. 

After much discussion Ihc time 
and date for the next meeting of 
the association was left lo be fixed 
by the executive committee, which 
by the constitution composes the 

Hoard of Directors of the asaoci 

ation. 

Mrs. Allison moved that a vote 
of thanks be extended to Supt. 
Vates,, and through him to the 

Hoard of Directors of the school 

and all the officers of the Institute 
for kindness shown the association. 
All hands weal up on this motion. 
Mrs Dunn moved that the as- 
sociation adjourn situ ■ Motion 
carried and Mr. Michaels offered 

prayer in which he Invocated the 

blessings of Qod on all and prayed 
lb- would protect the deaf people 
of Arkansas and the world and 

thai lie would lot the members of 

I he association meet again; if not 
here then in Heaven.

The hall was fully crowded with 
a large and attentive audience of 
over three hundred ladies and 
gentlemen, who are interested in 
I he education of the Peat and the 
Blind. The Interesting and varied 
program, Consisting of fourteen ex- 
ercises, was faithfully oarried out 
in a manner that reflected much 

Credit upon both teachers and 
pupils. 

After the opening piece by the 
Santa Pe orchestra a brief invo- 
cation had commenced. Superin- 
tendent Larson then deliov erod an 
excellent opening address in the 
sign-language of the deaf-mutes, 

ami al t lie same time his lady 
friend distinctly read it from the 

manuscript he had prepared.

The tact that the colored people 
of this State are becoming more 
and more Interested in the great 
work that is being done by her 
sovereignty for the blind and deaf- 
mutes of their race al the Cedar 
Springs Institution, through Prof 
Walker, Superintendent, and his 

able corps of instructors, Is attest- 
ed by the immense crowds that 

gather there, annually to witness the 
commencement exercises. The de- 
partment for colored closed Its ses- 
sion on Friday last. Conservative 

estimates place the number of visi- 
tors between live and six hundred, 
the largest in ils history. Long 
before the hour for opening had 
arrived every space in the building 
doors, windows, steps, and slaii 
case was filled, packed and press- 
ed. Not alone did they come from 
Spartanburg and distant parts of 

the State. Asa whole the visitors 

were a fair representation of the 
brain, intelligence and refinement 

of the race. Among them were 
ministers high in the public estima- 
tion, many classical graduates ot 
reputable institutions of learning, 
ladies whose education and refine- 
ment entitle then) to pie respect 
and coiilidenec of all, not as one 
might suppose mere curiosity 
seekers, but lovers of country, State 
and race, displaying a profound in- 
terest in their less fortunate breth- 
ren. We were pleased to notice 
Ihe taste and tidiness with which 
Mrs. (ieo. Mills had the home 
arranged, her graceful and mother 
ly bearing upon the students com- 
mitted to her care as matron of the 
colored department. She. assisted 
by her polite husband. Mr. (Jcorge 
Mills, handled the immense au- 
dience with rare courtesy, patience 
and composure. Nature seems to 
have titled her for this special 
duty. \ visil lo this institution in 
session, noticing their manner of 
instructing, "ill at once convince 
you that Prof. Walker has given 
his soul as well as his life to this 
work, studying and planning its 
advancement in each of its various 
departments. The students seem 
devoted to him. 

Prof. P.stes has charge of the col- 
ored blind, lie is a gentleman of 
ran- attainments and exceptional 
ability. Having visited his class 
rooms during his daily work,'] can 
speak unreservedly of Hie great 
work he finds so much pleasure in 
doing. Prof. Carter has ch.i 
the Instruction of the mutes. To 
become convinced of his devotion 
to this tedious work is but lo meet 
him in his school room. We 
noticed a class of small children 
having' been only six months in tlu> 

Institution, whose advancement was 

simply astonishing superior to any 
I have ever witnessed, even in my 
own schools. This in Itself attests 
to the true and earnest zeal of Prof. 

Carter. The commencement pro- 
gram was begun by singing that 
charmingly beautiful anthem, 
'•Great Is the Lord and greatly to 
be praised," by Prof. Kstes and hP 
blind and well trained choir. The 
Mr. Kearse. of the M. P. 
Church, offered prayer. Then fol- 
lowed the regulai program, which 
trefuliy prepared and admir- 
ably rendered, reflecting credit on 
the management/ of the institution 
and the students. The parts ren- 
dered by the mutes were loo solemn 
to applaud. Charles Miller, of 

Charleston, s. c, having complet- 
ed his eight years' term in the mute 

department, received a certificate 

of proficiency, and in signs which 
none of us would have understood 

but for his Interpreter, delivered 

Ihe valedictory address, while teats 
unbidden came from the audience, 
school and classmates Charles 
was a good boy and a favorite of his 
fellow students. His valedictory 
was a good one Henceforth we 
trust that the eyes of the leaders of 
our race will be turned towards this 
worthy institution. There are 
various ways in which we can aid 
the state in tin accomplishment of 

the noble purpose for which this 
Institution was founded. The 
department for our people is not 

what it ought to be, but we are not 

Unmindful of the fact that this de- 
partment is simply on trial, and 

whenever the attendance and in- 
terest upon the part of our people 
justify it. adequate provision will 
be made by the State for their bet- 
ter and more comfortable accom- 
modation.
